This  Report  dealt  with  the  proceedings  of  a Conference 
summoned  by  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Norwich  at  which  an 
invitation  was  given  to  this  Local  Authority  to  nominate 
representatives.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  was  the  nominee 
of  this  Authority,  and  attended  the  Conference  on  the
